L.A. City Council approves 
police commission nominee

LOS ANGELES — Mayor Tom Bra- 
dley’s latest pick for the Police Com- 
mission won City Council approval 
Wednesday despite complaints that 
appointment was part of a campaign 
to oust Police Chief Daryl F. Gates.

“If we are going to have a railroad 
job ... to railroad the chief and place 
him on administrative leave and hang 
him as the lynch mob has been trying 
to do, I’m not going.to be a party to 
that,” Bernson said. 

Asked for his definition of a police 
commissioner’s job, Sheinbaum said:

Soviet ruble topples against dollar

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union yielded to black 
market. pressure Wednesday, offering more than 
four times more rubles for a dollar on a key ex- 
change rate and pushing the Soviet currency to- 
ward use in international trade. ; 

The’ change in the foreign exchange rate for 
tourists was a tacit admission that many travelers 
and Soviets are bypassing the state bank in search 
of better deals, depriving Kremlin coffers of badly 
needed hard currency. 

Soviets said the higher cost of buying dollars — 
up from 5.8 rubles per dollar to 27.6 rubles — will 
prevent many from traveling outside their country. 

The new rate, which comes the same week as stiff 


price increases and a new 5 percent sales tax, is 
roughly the rate available on the black market. It 
was unclear if the black market rate would change. 

Foreign currency exchange offices in Moscow 
were closed Wednesday as employees besieged the 
Gosbank state bank for details of the sudden an- 
nouncement: ee paid 

But one Western journalist reported changing 
money at the new rate in Kiev, the Ukrainian capi- 
tal. 

“Closed for technical reasons,” said the sign at 
the Belgrade Hotel’s currency exchange office. But 
on the wall was a big chart giving new and im- 
proved ruble rates for 20 different foreign curren- 
cies. 

The ruble, unfortunately for Soviets, is all but 


worthless outside the borders of the U.S.S.R. 

Its artificially set rates and lack of convertibility 
have hampered Soviet efforts to join the world 
economy. 

The artificial rates have also prompted a flourish- 
ing black market at nearly every tourist spot in the 
Soviet capital 

Foreigners are asked to change money by some 


taxi drivers, peddlers along the popular Arbat 


pedestrian mall and even inside a shop that sells 
Communist Party posters. 

The new “auction” or “market” exchange rate 
will change twice a week following currency auc- 
tions at the state bank beginning Tuesday, said 
Alexander Polyakov, a manager at government’s 
Vneshekonombank, the foreign affairs bank.

dents are required to purchase a packet containing 
lecture notes, homework assignments, and a com- 
puter program. Expenses for this class are more 


than $50 per semester. 


Most of these materials are used and quite help- 
ful; however, the NCSS computer program con- 
tained on four disks is hardly used, if at all! The 
NCSS program is accessible to all students in the 
computer lab located in the James E. Talmage 


Mathematics Building. 


For those students owning a computer (IBM 
compatible), NCSS seems to become a convenience 
since it can be used in the comfort of their home; 
nevertheless, “User-friendly” is definitely not a 
word to describe this hard-to-understand and fol- 
low program. Likewise, the instruction manual is 
confusing and hard to follow. For students not own- 
ing a computer, NCSS becomes a “dust-collector” 
tucked away in a corner and never used. 

Dr. Howard L. Campbell, a Statistics 221/222 
instructor, explains the situation as not a matter of 
buying the NCSS disks, but of buying the right to 
use the NCSS program. “Each student is required 
to purchase the rights to use the program, this 
includes buying the four disks containing NCSS,

Financially incapable of creating a program it- 
self, the Statistics Department approached former 
faculty member Jerry Hintze with their dilemma. 

Hendrix further explained that Hintze agreed to 
create NCSS with his own money and at his own 
risk. With the completion of NCSS, the department 
adopted it in the program, and Hintze has been 

’ collecting royalties ever since — the materials be- 
fore the restructuring cost approximately $25; 
therefore, Hintze must be making some kind of 


The current enrollment of 1042 students multi- 
plied by $25 a student equals $26,050 per semester; 
a reasonable profit (royalty) for a program that 
cannot be sold back at the end of the semester. 
Furthermore, students are not likely to see the 
NCSS program after graduation since the business 
community does not recognize it as a usable pro- 
gram for business — it is a teaching device used to 
teach students about statistics. ie 

The Statistics Department does not have a con- 
tract with Hintze and can discontinue the use of 
NCSS at any time, but this is unlikely due to an 
apparent loyalty to him. The department feels that 
NCSS is a competent program notwithstanding the 
difficulties students are experiencing with it and its 
nonexistent resale value! 

It may seem risky for Hintze to create the pack- 
age without financial support and/or a contract, and

— Bo Jackson, again denying a 
serious hip injury, has ended his two-sport career, signed 
a free-agent contract Wednesday with the Chicago White 
Sox. 

The one-year deal with club options for 1992 and 1993 
could be worth as little as $700,000, or as much as $8.15 
million over three years plus award bonuses. 

Jackson, an All-Star outfielder who has also spent four 
years wearing the Los Angeles Raiders’ silver and black, 
promises he’ll wear the White Sox’s white and black.

said at a news conference, a Sox cap atop his head and a

Provo’s City Council voted in favor of the pro- 


posed TCI cable franchise Tuesday night. The new 
resolution approves and authorizes the mayor to 
sign two agreements: the franchise agreement and 
a joint facilities agreement between TCI Cablevi- 
sion and Provo City. 

Before the council vote, citizens expressed more 
concerns with the agreement during a second hear- 
ing on the matter. Beverly Marks, Provo, brought 
up the “watch dog” issue. “Someone needs to make 
sure they live up to the commitments of the fran- 
chise agreement,” she said. 


Marks said she had spoken with TCI representa- 
tives at the first hearing, and they told her they 
would be in contact with her to answer her ques- 
tions. “TCI has had two weeks to address me and 
they didn’t. They need to be watched,” she said. 

Scott Rosenberg, former owner of the Ivy 
Tower, said he had a few problems with TCI. “It’s 
not the price, but the quality.” Rosenberg also 
mentioned the programming. “MTV should be dis- 
continued totally and substituted with a different 
music channel,” he said. 

Provo City Attorney Gary Gregerson said dis- 
continuing a channel would infringe upon First 
Amendment rights and the franchise agreement 
allows a customer to receive only the proportion of 


channels desired. 


Dan McCarty, TCI state manager, said, “There

home.” 

McCarty also said he believes that with the new 
system, TCI can serve the citizens. “There’s no 
doubt in my mind that the citizens’ committee, (that 
will work with TCI), will be a great help in keeping 
us posted on the community’s feelings.’ 

The council proceeded with the resolution which 
amended the old TCI ordinance. 

City Council Vice Chairman Mark Hathaway 
agreed with Bullock and said, “All parties have 
dealt in good faith.”

Half of cartoons 
glorify violence

A report released by the National 
Coalition on Television says cartoons 
have three times as much violence as 
shows found on prime time television. 
The report also says violence in Sat- 
urday morning and weekday after- 
noon cartoons has increased signifi- 
cantly. 

Brian Sullivan, director of Televi- 
sion Monitoring at NCTV, said, “Our 
main study is prime time violence. 
Cartoon violence is our second con- 
cern. 

“We try to take a look at cartoons 
on a weekly basis and publish our re- 
sults on an annual basis.” 

Out of 100 nationally-distributed 
cartoons, half are found to glorify vio- 
lence or to use violence to entertain, 
the study said. According to the re- 
port, ABC was named as the most 
violent major network, averaging 26 
acts of violence per hour on Saturday 
mornings. 

NBC and CBS averaged 16 and 17 
acts of violence per hour respectively. 

Dr. Joseph Strayhorn, an NCTV 
board member and child psychiatrist 
said, “Some of the most prominent 
research on the effects of violent mod- 
eling has been done using cartoons 


Insured may 
pay forcosts 
of uninsured

The prospect of paying for medical 
bills in the future looks gloomy after 
the Social Security Advisory Council 
announced that the Medicare hospital 
trust fund is expected to go bankrupt 
in 15 years.. 

But if you are now uninsured, or 
only partially covered by insurance, 
hospitals might have a deal for you — 
“cost.shifting.” 

Cost shifting isn’t a new phrase. In 
fact, it has been around for more than 
20 years. 

Its application is simple — charge 
insured patients for more than the 
services they receive, then bill them 
to compensate for those patients un- 
able to pay. 

Billing statements don’t itemize the 
built-in higher fees, yet significant 
rate increases attest to their exis- 
tence. 


An aging population and decreases | 


in federal- and state-funded Medicare 
force hospitals to operate with fewer 
revenues and higher expenses. 

Hospital administrators say cost 
shifting is the only way they can avoid 
going out of business. 

Chris Coons, assistant administra- 
tor for Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center, said, “Cost shifting isn’t any- 
thing new — all businesses apply it. If

“The same principle applies to en- 
ergy costs,” Coons said, “when com- 
panies’ electricity costs go up, compa- 


nies charge higher prices for their |

Major network programming on 
Saturday mornings depicted 20 vio- 
lent acts per hour, two and a half 
times higher than the prime time av- 
erage of eight acts per hour, the re- 
port said. Violence on Saturday 
mornings increased by 11 percent 
over last year’s average, while prime 
time violence decreased by 6 percent. 

The report also said that. Fox, 
which is running its first season of 
Saturday morning programming, 
recorded an average of 34 violent acts 
per hour, which is the highest net- 
work average since 1980. 

According to Nielsen data, an aver- 
age American by the age of 18, will 
have watched 22,000 hours of televi- 
sion, compared to 11,000 hours spent 
in the classroom. 

NCTYV said the television industry 
should take steps to comply with the 
recently signed Television Violence 
Act, which establishes guidelines to 
limit violence on television. 

In addition, they also caution par- 
ents that “The Simpsons” is not a car- 
toon for children. The report said, 
“the show regularly depicts profan- 
ity, alcohol use, verbal aggression 
and other antisocial behavior.”
